SCOOTER SAFETY 

Mobility scooters offer the ability to travel great distances that are not usually within 
walking distance. They can help you move around your home, neighbourhood and 
inside stores. However they can be dangerous if not used safely. 

Follow these tips before you head out so you can get safely from 
home to your destination. 

Read the instruction manual upon purchase so you know the safely features and 
controls on your new scooter. Read the tips that are given for navigating bumps, 
curves and uneven ground. Some heavy duty scooters are designed for rough terrain. 
Learning to drive your scooter in a safe area such as a parking lot or driveway is 
always recommended to learn how your scooter manoeuvers in all weather. Having 
confidence will make it a safer experience for you and others around you. 

Some basic scooter tips include: 

• Use sidewalks whenever possible. If no sidewalks exist, travel on the far 
left side of the road facing traffic. 

• Cross at pedestrian crosswalks. Check for traffic before crossing. 

• Make “eye contact” with motorists or pedestrians before crossing tomake sure 
they are stopping. 

• Obey all traffic control signs and devices. 

• Slow down when travelling around pedestrians and avoid travelling too closely. 

• Keep to the right on sidewalks and avoid honking your horn. 

• Drive your scooter straight at a ramp. Most scooters have anti tip wheels to keep 
them from tipping when doing angled manoeuvres. 

• Your scooter should have a safety flag, reflectors and lights in the front and back 
so you can be seen at all times. 

• Wearing a reflective safety vest is also a good idea and is essential if you have 
to travel at night. 

• Carry a cell phone and have your emergency contact information taped onto your 
scooter so it is easy to find.

‘You can’t beat heaven’

Destiny proved to be an 
unstoppable force on a cold and 
blustery November afternoon at 
McMillan Park in Thorold. 

Exacdy 44 years to the day 
from when the Ridgeway-Crystal 
Beach Blue Devils last won a 
football championship — a 
14-12 victory over Welland High 
Vocational — the visiting Devils 
upset the previously unbeaten 
Thorold Golden Eagles 10-7 in 
overtime to capture the Niagara 
senior A football championship 
last Wednesday. 

The win capped a remarkable 
storybook run for the Blue Devils 
that began Oct. 29 — the day 
after their beloved head coach 
Cal Nigh died of a heart attack. 

The Devils managed to over¬ 
come their grief and beat the 
Beamsville Bucs 30-7 that day to 
conclude theft regular season. 
One week later, the Blue Devils 
scored a last-minute touchdown 
to record a 7-0 semifinal victory 
over the South Lincoln Bears. 

Prior to the semifinal two 
week’s ago, it was announced 
the A league championship tro¬ 
phy would be renamed the Cal 
Nigh Memorial Trophy. 

Last Wednesday, Nigh’s 
widow, Andrea Nigh, was on 
hand to present the champion¬ 
ship trophy to Ridgeway-Crystal 
Beach's team captains, includ¬ 
ing her son Griff. 

Wearing her husband's blue 
coaching jacket, T-shirt and 
long-sleeved shirt, Andrea point¬ 
ed her finger skyward as league 
convener Sandy Wilkes congrat¬ 


ulated the winning Blue Devils 

Andrea fought back tears as 
the Blue Devils shouted “For Mr. 
Nigh,” before raising the trophy. 

“You can't beat heaven. I’m 
sorry, you can't.” Andrea said. 
"There have been so many things 
going right and they had so 
much heart and love for him that 
they couldn't be beat.” 

Thorold beat Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach 24-10 in the regu¬ 
lar season, but the Blue Devils 
looked like anything but under¬ 
dogs Wednesday. 

“We knew they had such a 
good chance, because they had 
been playing so well and my 
husband taught them that they 
had it in them to compete and 
they took it every step of the 
way,” she said. 

“I’m so proud of every one of 
them, especially No. 50. He’s my 

Coach Nigh loved football from 
an early age and the Green Bay 
Packers fan went on to be an all- 
star at the University of Guelph. 

“It was a game you could trans¬ 
plant and use in life and be the 
kind of person that would follow a 
good path and do good for oth¬ 
ers,” Andrea said. “And that's what 
he was all about” 

Coach Nigh was intense during 
football season and busy all the 
time with things away from the 
field, including fundraising, 
equipment management and 
checking on injured players, she 
said. 

“He took time for us and we 
were never out of the loop, but we 
had to get on board,” she said, 
with a laugh. "But I’m happy for 
that, and I love the game.” 

After not playing in his team's 


previous two games, Griff Nigh 
suited up last Wednesday and 
played a strong game on the line. 

“This is the best time of my life, 
winning the championship,” he 
said. “My day would have been so 

Ridgeway coach Nick Woehl felt 
the outcome was a fitting way to 
end the season. 

“As much as it was a crazy sea¬ 
son, this was a crazy game,” he 
said. “The guys found that extra 
10% and dug deep. 

“Everything that happened this 
season forced our players to give 
that extra 10%.” 

Thorold was done in by too 
many penalties and a Blue Devils 
team that wouldn’t be denied in 
the windy, slippery conditions. 

“We knew Ridgeway would 
come to play," Thorold coach 
Duane Kemp said. “They were 
playing with a lot of emotion and 
building off the last couple of 
weeks, and we definitely didn't 
take them for granted. 

"We didn't execute the way we 
had to and there were some costly 
penalties that hurt us throughout 
and really changed the momen¬ 
tum of the game." 

Thorold had plenty of opportu¬ 
nities but couldn't capitalize in 
what wasn't one of theft best per¬ 
formances of the season. 

The championship game loss 
was a tough pill to swallow, but the 
Golden Eagles could take solace in 
an A/AA regular season that saw 
them beat four AA-sized schools. 

“To beat the likes of Governor 
Simcoe, Eden, Beamsville and St 
Catharines Collegiate, true AA 
schools, as a small single A school 
is a huge step for us and our 
football program,” Kemp said.
